things met our gaze, . or 
ne of the most famaliarsights 
ring on this trip. We have 
Jie'ard much about the tobacco 
Some have told us that most of the 
acreage of the tobacco crop would be 
cut out in 1908. Others have told 
with equal vehemence that there 
would be as much tobacco grown 
1908 as usual. We passed through 
Shelby, Henry, Franklin, Woodford, 
Fayette, Clarke, Montgomery 
Bath • counties, all typical Burley 
counties, and after carefully watching 
for tobacco the entire distance, i 
say positively that not field, patch, 
plant of tobacco was seen. In former 
years it seemed the principle crop 
next to bluegrass. To us it looks like 
the Burley tobacco growers have prac- 
tically won their peaceful battle 
against the trust God bless them 
May they win! 

While the tobacco is absent from 
sight an unusual acreage of corn is in 
evidence. Some pretty well advanced, 
some hardly out of the clods, but " 
fertility of this soil guarantees a fair- 
ly good yield and that gives some en- 
couragement to the truckers of Jeffer- 
son who now are feeding dollar corn. 
I failed to seet hose large fields of on- 
ions and potatoes which we were told 
would take the place of the tobacco 
crop and which were to hurt the truck- 
ers of Jefferson so much. 

As we approach the valley of the 
Licking we bid adieu to bluegrass and 
approach the mountains of Eastern 
Kentucky where the principal pro- 
ducts are logs, lumber and coal. The 
first considerable lumber point was 
Salt Lick on the Licking River. Thua 
comes Farmers which is an important 
lumber point. Here we cross the 
Licking and plunge into what 
was "Bloody - ' Rowan county, where 
twenty or thirty years ago raged 
of the bloodiest feuds ever known in 
Kentucky and known as the Craig 
Tolliver fued. But the people grew 
tired of this and in a summary way 
put an end to it Rowan now is 
quiet and law-abiding as any county 
in the state. When we entered 
Rowan we began a 31 months experi- 
ence which will take us through twen- 
ty-five of the most intensively moun- 
tainous counties of the state. 

Late in the evening of the sixth we 
reached our first appointment, which 
Pikeville. Pike county. Pikeisthe 
most easterly county in the state and 
possibly the largest It borders 
both Virginia and West Virginia. 
Has about 200 road districts, 
roads, if there are any worthy the 
r.ame. are worked under the old Mili- 
tia system, which means that they are 
really not worked at all.

not much danger, for the milk I hai 
seen was not rich enough to produi 
much butter.

Of all the pleasure grounds we 
abroad I liked Phoenix Park in Dub- 
lin the best, says a writer In the 
Guidon. It covers nearly 2,000 acn 
and the seven mile drive around it 
delightful. 

Acres of it are let to citizens for 
pasturage and herds of fat kine lazily 
chewing under the trees or idly stand- 
ing in a cool stream give a touch not 
found in any other resort. 

On one plat when we were there a 
detail of his majesty's red coats were 
practicing targfet shooting. Yonder 
came three dragoons back from a 
cross-country run. The vice-regal 
lodge, plain and white, looked, in spite 
of the vastness of the green grounds 
about it, hot and uninviting in the 
glare of the August sun. 

In sight of the house, but a long 
way from it, is the spot where Cav- 
endish and Burke were murdered 
some years ago. In vaia do the gar- 
deners try to keep grass above it. As 
fast as a bit grows it is taken up and 
carried off by relic hunters. 

Scores of deer were roaming about, 
so tame that they frequently came 
close to our car. One big stretch of 
rolling land was crossed and recrossed 
with what looked in -the" distance like 
ditches. They are troughs, our driver 
told us, into which at morning and 
night water is pumped for the deer, 
which come there by the hundred to 
drink.
